The surplus in the New York banks 


is $82,000,000. A year ago it was $19,- 
000,000 and two years ago it was $6,000,- 
000. Doubtless other banks through- 
out the country are proportionately 
congested with money. The unen.* 
ployed men and women in the United 
States are estimated to be about 3,000,- 
00t>. Ordinarily the money which * is 
now unproductive in the bank vaults 
•would be used in enterprises that 
would tfiv» work to the unemployed 
and profit to the capitalist. Now both 
money and labor are unproductive. 


The fact that money is plenty in the 


banks in used as an argument by the 
gold mei_ to prove that no more silver 
should be coined and no more green- 
backa fohould be issued by the Govern- 
ment; and the fact that millions are 
out of employment is brought to the 
front to substantiate the assertion of 
those who think the country is over- 
populated. 


Why thiy greatc.'". ^ 3 in a few years? 


In 1878 the volume ci greenbacks and 
National bank notes in circulation was 
M great aa it is to-day anJI Lue amount 
of inouey per capita wna in excess of 
what it now ia, yet an act was passed 
to add from two to four millions per 
mouth to the circulation. In 1890 an 
act was passed which, under an admin- 
istration favorable to silver, would 
have increased the money in circula- 
tion from $4,500,000 to $5,500,000 per 
month. 


It will be remembered that after the 


passage of the Bland act in 1878 there 
was a period of prosperity. The riots 
and strikes which were prevalent in 
1877 
in Pennsylvania and other States 


ceased. Again in 1890, for a brief per- 
iod after the passage or the Bullion 
Purchase act and before the general 
public was aware of the construction 
the gold bugs intended to give it, there 
were lively times. The prices of all 
farm products advanced and labor was 
in demand throughout the country; 
bureaus and boards of trade were or- 
ganized to encourage immigration, and 
the country appeared to be on the high 
road to prosperity. There was no idle 
money in the banks and no person who 
could work was iu enforced idleness. 
Since then the coinage of silver, except 
subsidiary coins, has ceased altogether. 
The volume of money is lesa in propor- 
tion to population than at any time 
since 1861; yet there is more unpro- 
ductive money in the country than 
ever before, aud more unproductive 
labor than when there wera a million 
or more mou in the armies o? the North 
and South. 


The deplorable condition of the 


country was attributed by the goldmen 
to want of confidence. Last summer 
th'-y proclaimed that the repeal of the 
Bull*(i:i Purchase act would restore 
con!' ii-r •.'_>. Congress was convened in 
extra session uud that act was repealed, 
but conflden-.e was not restored. Then 
the depression was attributed to the 
baiief that Congress would change 
tariff schedules early in the present 
session. Nearly seven months of the 
session has expired and the tariff sche- 
dules remain as they were, but confi- 
dence is not restored. 


It was generally conceded during the 


Presidential campaign two years ago 
that the tariff question was the main 
issue involved. Only the Silver men 
inaistt . that the money question was 
paratm uut, and they weie ridiculed 
by the goldbug press. Cleveland was 
elected on a tariff for revenue platform, 
and, notwithstanding the fact that the 
repeal of the McKinley bill was ex- 
pacted in a few months, the value of 
importations for the first nine months 
of the fiscal year 1893 was $157,000,000 
more than for the first nine months of 
the current fiscal year, indicating that 
something other than the fear of a 
change in tariff schedules is affecting 
the country.

Probably Fatally Wounded by a Robber 


BOULDEB CREEK, CAL., May 
16.— 


About 8 o'clock last evening an attempt 
was made by three masked men to rob 
the offices of the Southern Pacific Co., 
and Wells Fargo & Co., at this place. 
One of the robbers entered the office, 
while the other two were on the watch 
outside. The robber who went inside 
drew a revolver and ordered Mr, Gass, 
the agent, who was working at his 
desk, to open the safe, at the same 
time handing Gass a sack in which to 
put tb.6 money. 


Before Gass could comply Detective 


Len Harris stepped to the office door 
and ordered the robber to surrender, 
covering him with a pistol. 
The rob- 


ber turned quickly, flred five shots at 
Harris and then made his escape. 


One of the bullets entered Harris' 


body on the left side just above the 
hip, coming out on the right side to 
the right of the backbone. 


Harris was taken to the Morgan 


Uotel and Dr. Allen of this place called 
to bis aid. The physician says there is 
little hope of Harris' recovery. 


While the robber was shooting at 


Harris his associates made their es- 
cape.

Hartman, and it is supposed he was 
wounded, as he was eeen to fall two or 
three times within a quarter of a mile 
of the station. He ran up the Bear 
creek road and disappeared in the 
woods. It is almost impossible to do 
anything in the way of trying to find 
the desperadoes until daylight, al- 
though Detective Kelley and a number 
of citizens left here immediately after 
tho shooting in pursuit ot tne robbers. 
S. D. Morgan says he knows one of the 
robbers and he left with Kelley's 
posse. The Southern Pacific has offered 
a reward of $500 for the arrest and 
conviction of the parties implicated in 
the robbery. 


Detectives Harris and Kelley had 


been expecting the robbery and were 
biding in an empty box car on a side- 
track at the station awaiting the rob- 
bers. Kelley flred two shots at the 
robber as he was making his escape, 
but did not hit him. 


A special engine and car was ordered 


by Superintendent J. A. Fillmore to 
run to Oakland with Harris, accompa- 
nied by Dr. Morgan of Santa Cruz and 
Dr. Allen of Boulder Creek. 


The people of Boulder Creek are 


greatly excited, as this is the first tim 
anything of this kind has ever hap 
pened here. It is supposed from wha 
little was seen of them that the rob 
bers were old residents of this place 
and well acquainted with the moun 
tains around here. It is thought the 
man who shot Harris is named A 
Azoff, a Russian 
who worked for 


Cunningham & Co. until about two 
years ago. 


Harris is 66 years of age and the 


chances are against his recovery. 


CONGRESSIONAL 
J>KOC'K.EI>1NGS. 


Investigating Charges of Bribery in Con- 


nection With the Tariff Bill. 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—Senator Lodge 


introduced a resolution authorizing 
the appointment of a committee of 
five Senators to investigate the charges 
published in the Philadelphia Press on 
Monday morning containing allega- 
tions relating to the influence of the 
Sugar Trust on tariff legislation. 


At the request of Cockrell the reso- 


lution was laid upon the table until to- 
morrow. 


Humors of the use of money to in- 


fluence action on the Tariff bill have 
been circulated, but heretofore have 
received little attention. It is learned 
definitely to-day that intimations that 
money considerations could be secured 
for votes against the Tariff bill have 
been made to the clerks of Senators 
Kyle and Hunton by a North Dakota 
lobbyist, formerly a member of Con- 
gress from a Southern State, and who 
was identified with the carpet-baggers. 
It was represented that Kyle would re- 
ceive $14,000 and $10,000 would be re- 


KEDUCING EXPENSES. 


The Leciitlstive, Executive and Judicial 


Appropriation Bili. 


WASHINGTON, May 16.—The whole 


amount recommended in the Legisla- 
tive, Executive and Judicial Appro- 
priation bill is $21,101,823, being a re- 
duction under the estimates of $1,208,- 
688, and a reduction under the Appro* 
priation Act of $766,199. The .whole 
number of salaries especially provided 
for in the bills is 10,110, being 363 less 
than the number estimated for, and 
558 less than the number provided for 
in the law for the current year. 


The reorganization of the Treasury 


Department on the basis recommended 
by the Dockery Commission is a 
feature of the bill. It reduces the 
Treasury force 185, and reduces ex- 
penses $239,080. Another new feature 
of the bill is the provision for printing 
10,000 copies of the rebellion records, 
both of the Union and Confederate 
navies, to be apportioned among Sen- 
ators and members and by them dis 
tributed to libraries. The appointment 
by the Secretary of the Treasury of a 
chief of the revenue cutter service is 
provided for. The item for sugar in- 
spectors, heretofore in the bill, has 
been dropped, as the committee evi- 
dently believe that there will be an 
abolition of sugar bounties.

A Man Wlio Undergoes \Vltliout a Sign 


Treatment That Would Kill Another. 
Three reputable physicians of Mobile 


recently made some experiments on the 
person of a man named Lart\, ".u, a na- 
tive of Trinidad. This man seemingly 
is a, wonder. He appeal's to he utterly 
oblivions to the sensations of heat and 
cold, and, in fact, experiences no feel- 
ing of pain, even when undergoing 
treatment that would causo an ordinary 
man untold agony. He is 24 years old, 
is 5 feet 7 inches in height, weighs 100 
pounds and is perfectly sound mentally 
and physically.

His father was a Spaniard and his 


mother on English -woman. The man 
ran through his neck down to and graz- 
ing the trachea a piece of steel wire 
one-eighth of an inch in diameter, to 
which n mofet poworfiil galvanic battery 
was attached and blufted from one cur- 
rent to another, without any perceptible 
pain, but with considerable acceleration 
of pulso. He passed another large sleol 
wire into his mouth and through his 
cheek in all directions, and no blood 
flowed. 


Another large wire was passed through 


and through the largo muscles of the 
calf of the leg an<\ between the biceps 
muscle, in lino with tho bracial artery, 
and through the arm. above the wrist, 
between the Lwo bouca of the arm, and 
other like experiments in different parts 
of the body, ail of which with seeming- 
ly no pain and no bleeding from, any 
place but a drop from the neck. In fact, 
each of the openings made by the instru- 
ment closed up as bloodless and as easi- 
ly as if the man was constructed of in- 
dia rubber.

The man never 
flinched during any of the experiments,' 
while tine instruments wore jabbed into 
him with £o more consideration than if 
he had been 51 watermelon.

The Other Side of the Story. 


EDITOT* JOCBXAL:—In the JOUENAJ. of 


this morning is an article under the 
head of "A Mismanaged Institution," 
which I think dote me an injustice. 
Your correspondent is evidently W. L. 
Taylor, who during the campaign of 
four years ago asked me frequently for 
the position of foreman, and who seem- 
ed to have an idea that no one else was 
capable of filling the position. 
I re- 


fused to make promises for any posi- 
tion until I was in a condition to give 
out positions. 
Mr.. Taylor was the 


only applicant in Nevada for the posi- 
tion of foreman. I also received an ap- 
plication from Mr, Dunn, who at the 
time was foreman of a morning paper 
at Ogden; also three applications from 
parties in California. From what I 
was able to learn Mr. Taylor did not 
assist me in the least during the elec- 
tion, and I have not been able to find a 
single Republican who believes that he 
voted for me, yet he claimed to be a 
Republican and was clamorous for the 
best position I had to give out. 
Aside 


from his apathy in my behalf he was at 
that time such a strong drinker that I 
couJd not have given him the position 
on that account. Now as I could not 
give the position to Mr. Taylor on ac- 
count of the above mentioned facts, and 
as he was the only applicant in this 
State, it became necessary to get 
a foreman outside the State.

Mr. Dunn held a position 
on the Virginia Enterprise while I was 
foreman of that paper, and knowing 
his ability as a printer, I tendered him 
the position. 
Mr. Taylor has often re- 


ferred to my imported foreman, not- 
withstanding the fact that he was al- 
ways anxious to get work in this office. 
As to employing a non-union man to 
help stitch the books we are now get- 
ting out, a few words will be sufficient 
to explain that matter. 
As your cor- 


respondent stated, the stitching ma- 
chine we are using at present is too 
heavy for the ladies to work. The fore- 
man asked a man who was capable of 
doing the work if he would work the 
machine a few days. He replied that 
he was busy at the time, but suggested 
that Mr. Frank Folsom would be a 
good man to get, and he was accor- 
dingly employed. It is t»ue that Mr. 
Folaom is a prominent member of the 
Silver party, but as the person first 
spoken to is a strong Republican, and as 
he suggested getting Mr. Folsom, you 
can see that politics, or an attempt to 
"curry favor," did not cut any figure in 
the matter.

Hardy Climbing; Hoses. 


In tho prairie rose wo haye a class of 


haruj Dative climbing roses often found 
growing wild in Michigan and the west- 
ern states, which we may plant with 
confidence. Two-of the more commonly 
known roses of this class, which are fa- 
vorite.'! everywhere on account of their 
hardiness, free blooming, and the fact of 
their flowers appearing just after the 
other varieties are nearly over, are Queen 
of the Prairio and Baltimore Belle, vari- 
eties raised in tho year 1848 by a rose 
grower named Feast, in Baltimore, from 
seeds of the wild prairie rose crossed 
with some European variety. These two, 
tho former red and the latter white, 
when grown near each other on the same 
porch or with intertwining branches, 
heighten each other's beauty by con- 
trast. 
Both are of rapid growth and 


nmy be employed to advantage for cov- 
ering any unsightly objects as walls, old 
trees, old buildings, etc. Among the 
most desirable roses of the prairie class 
we have Annie Maria, vigorous, pale 
pink, very few thorns; Baltimore Belle, 
palo bluish, changing to white; Gem of 
tho Prairie, free, believed to be from 
Queen of the Prairies crossed with Mma 
Latt'ay, rosy red, occasionally blotched 
with white, large, flat flowers, slightly 
fragrant; Queen of the Prairies, vigor- 
ous, 
rosy red, frequently with a white 


stripe, medium or large size, double, fo- 
liage large, five leaflets, quite serrated; 
Triumphant, vigorous, rosy pink, me- 
dium size, double or full, distinct, seven 
leaflets orocommou. —Cleveland Leader. 


SECRETARY'S PORTRAITS. 


The Limited Art Gallery In the Depart- 


ment of State at WaHhiiijjton. 


The department of state at Washing- 


ton has now nn art gallery, limited to a 
certain clawi of paintings, of which 
there is no superior collection in the 
world. This collection has been recently 
hung with much good tasto in one of 
the rooms devoted to tho reception of 
the diplomatic corps when any of its 
members call to see the secretary. 


The col lection embraces the oil por- 


traits of every secretary of state, begin- 
ning with Thomas Jefferson, down to 
and including 
Thomas F. Bayard. 


Somo of tho likenesses arc said to be 
most excellonf, and a few are thought 
by exports to be wretchedly poor. Mr. 
Bayard's is one of the latter, although 
tho government paid a handsome sum 
to tho artist for her work. All these 
portraitd were on exhibition at the 
World's fair at Chicago and have re- 
(jciilly been received at the state depart- 
ment. 
Where they are now hung visit- 


ors can readily see thorn without the 
formality of reel tape or the granting of 
authority by any of tho functionaries of 
the' department. 
The collection is a 


most valuable one and will soon be in- 
creased by portraits of Mr. Blaine, Sec- 
retary Foster and later of Secretary 
Gresham. 
A striking fact in the col- 


lection was the number of secretaries 
who preferred to wear no hirsute adorn- 
ments. John C. Calhoun was the only 
one prior to Secretary Blaine who wore 
whiskers.—Baltimore San.
